JUDGE

T IS not generally understood by travelers in Europe 
that the labels pasted on their trunks and suit-cases 
by the porters of the various hotels they visit in the 
course of a European tour have a signficance that is 
apparent only to the initiated.

1. A label pasted squarely in the middle of the

2. A label pasted on the cover at right angles with the long side of 
the parallelogram signifies, ‘‘ Look out!

3. A label pasted on diagonally across the cover signifies that the 
bearer can be intimidated into doubling his tip in case the tippee is not 
satisfied with the amount originally given. 

4. A label affixed to the side signifies that the bearer is a kicker and 
is likely to report all incivilities to the office, and, if not satisfied with 
the disposition of the case by the managers, is not at all unlikely to take 
the law into his own hand. 

5. A label pasted on the back of the suit-case means that the porters 
should pay no attention whatever to the bearer, because he belongs to the 
Anti-Tipping League and has not been known so far to give anybody a 
cent for helping him along with his luggage. 

6. A series of identical labels running like a frieze all around the 
edges of the suit-case, on both front and back, is the signal that the bearer 
is an easy mark and a liberal spender, through whose fingers silver coin 
trickles like water through a sieve. 

7. A label with a corner torn off and pasted on the front side of a 
lady’s handbag means sympathy, and is an indication that any servant 
with a hard-luck tale to tell about the sufferings of his wife and six chil- 
dren will meet with a cordial and financially gratifying reception. 

8. A label pasted in the center of an English bathtub means, ‘‘ This 
man is a sponge and it will not pay to squeeze him. Punch a hole in the 
tub at this point if you get a chance to do so while he is not looking, for 
that is all you are likely to squeeze out of him.”’ 

9. Two identical labels pasted tangentially to each other signify that 
the bearer has a special fund of punched and counterfeit small coin always 
in his pockets for distribution as tips, and are considered a warning to the 
beneficiary to bite any coin offered him before accepting it, in order to test 
its genuineness. 

10. A label torn in two before being affixed to a trunk or a suit-case
